Tue Times, of London, and other influential papers, are trying to make a 
point against the divine mission of J oseph Smith, by claiming that his 
expression of belief “that Christ will reign personally upon the earth, 
and that the earth will be renewed and receive its paradisaic glory,” has 
been omitted from the articles of faith of the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints, for the reason that the following appears in the 
biography of the prophet: “I was once praying very earnestly to know 
the time of the coming of the Son of Man, when I heard a voice repeating 
the following:—‘ Joseph, my son, if thou livest until thou art eighty-five 
years old, thou shalt see the face of the Son of Man, therefore let this 
suffice, and trouble me no more in this matter.“ “Smith was born,” says 

the Zimes, “on‘December 23, 1805, so that his credit as a prophet has mer 
less than three months to run.” The Times is in error regarding the 
omission of the article in question from the articles of faith, and it fails 
to give what the prophet said further in regard to the coming of the 
Son of Man in connection with what is quoted. The prophet said:—“ I 
was left thus, without being able to decide whether this coming referred 
to the beginning of the} millennium or to some previous appearing, or 
whether I should die and thus see his face.” It will be seen from this 
further quotation that there is no necessity for any uneasiness regarding 
that prophecy, and there is none in the midst of the Latter-day Sainte. 
They know that Joseph Smith was a prophet of God, and they do not 
have to cover up any of his prophecies.

There is certainly no religion that more completely 
embraces all the principles taught by the Savior than “Mormonism.” 
There is no religion that more thoroughly provides for the welfare, 
spiritual. and temporal, of men in this life than Mormonism.” It is not 

a “low form of Christianity,” for it is the Christianity of Christ as re- 
: cual from heaven. There is nothing in any other system of religion 
that tends to ennoble man, but what is found in the scope of that Gospel 
which is frequently called by the world “Mormonism.” Men of “a low 
spiritual type” are not the kind to embrace it. It requires men of faith, 
of moral courage, and of pure character to comprehend it and live accord- 
ing to its principles, as a study of its history will prove. 

For these reasons, combined with the fact of its divinity, “ Mormon- 
ism” is not destined to “ cease to exist,” but it has before it a great and 
glorious future. It is too thoroughly organized, and its principles are 
too well established, for it to “cease to exist.” It has an authority and 
inspiration from God that gives it a vitality that is enduring. In fact, 
the Everlasting Gospel has been restored in this age to regenerate the 
human family. The beginning of its great work has but just commenced, 
and people should not delude themselves with the idea that it is going to 
fail. The commandments of God will be fulfilled, and correct principles 
will be established.

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THE CONDITION IN CANADA. 


THERE has been some agitation in 
in Canada recently over the Latter-

matter how. The Federal Govern- 
ment has gradually encroached upon 
the authority of the federated legis- 
latures. Mr. Gorman’s conclusion is 
as follows: 

If the Canadian confederation is to 
continue, it must, in the language of 
the revivalist, be born again. Some 
atonement must be made for the 
wrongs committed twenty years ago. 
The power of voting provincial legis- 
lation now by the federal 
executive must be swept away, and 
the provinces must be left free to 
manage their own affairs independent 
of Dominion control. If a veto power 
over provincial legislation must be 
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vested somewhere, for the pu of 
protecting Imperial or general inter- 
ests, let it be intrusted to the Privy 
Council of England. Then the 
Provinces would be placed on a level 
with the Dominion so far as their 
legislative independence is concerned, 
and there would be no danger that 
veto power would be abused from 
isan motives. The right of chang- 
ing the constitution which the old 
province of Canada ed, and 
which was destroyed by the Act of 
Confederation, should be restored to 
the Dominion Parliament. Oanada 
must be granted a larger measure of 
independence, and steps should be 
taken to make the Senate a repre- 
sentative Chamber.

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‘ UTAH NEWS.

| (Summarized from Territorial Papers.) 

On Sept. 26th the corner stone of the Hebrew temple to be erected on 
the Fourth East, between Second and Third South streets, Salt Lake City, 
was laid, Rabbi Elkin and President Goldberg, of the Congregation of B’nai 
Israel, which is building the structure, officiating. This temple is to be a 
reproduction on a small scale of the noted Jewish temple in Berlin, and its 
cost will be $37,500. It is expected that within four months it will be ready 
for dedication. The corner stone was laid at the north-east corner, and in it 
were placed copies of the local daily and other papers and souvenirs. Among 
the latter were photographs of Dr. K. Wise, the first rabbi in Utah, and Miss 

Fanny Brooks, the first Hebrew woman who came to Utah Territory. 


A Washington dispatch, dated 26th, says :—Representative Caswell to-day 
reported favorably from the committee on judiciary the Senate bill to amend 
the laws in reference to bigamy and the restriction in the ownership of 
churches to real estate above a fixed value. The bill has particular reference 
to the Church of Latter-day Saints, whose charter was forfeited in 1887. The 
proceeds of the sale of real estate was turned over to the school fund, but no 
provision was made for the disposition of the personal property of the cor- 
poration, which amounts to $400,000, and is awaiting the court. The com- 
mittee deem it wise to let the money take the same course as that from the 
sale of real estate and place it in the school fund. 


At two a.m., on Sept. 26th, Mrs) Martha Bowker Young expired at her 
home in the Lion house, Salt Lake City. Deceased was born near Mount 
Holly, Jersey, January 22, 1822, and she was consequencely in her 79th year. 
She embraced the gospel in early life, and gathered with the Saints in Nauvoo. 
In the ep in that city, on February 8, 1846, she was united in the holy 
covenant of marriage with the late President Brigham Young. She came to 
Utah in 1848, arriving in this city September 20th of that year. She was of 
good family, of old Knickerbock stock. A first cousin of hers, who died 
recently, had been prominently connected with the United States diplomatic 
service in Turkey and Russia. : 

Toe EsTABLISHMENT oF StooKyakDs IN Utan.—One of the most 
important business enterprises inaugurated in Utah Territory for along 
time, assumed definite form on Thursday night, September 25th, at 
a meeting called for the 4 in the Chamber of Commerce, Salt 
Lake City. A committee who been making a canvass had secured nearly 
a hundred signatures of prominent business men to the articles of incorpora- 
tion. These 1 —— that the capital stock shall consist of 2,500 shares of 
$100 each, making a quarter of a million; that the headquarters of the cor- 

tion shall be in Salt Lake City, but that branch offices may be estab- 
lished elsewhere. The officers are to consist of a board of fifteen directors, a 
president, a vice-president, a secre and a treasurer. The offices of sec- 
retary and treasurer may be held by the same person. The president, vice- 
president and treasurer shall be elected from the board of directors, The 
annual meeting of the stock-holders for election of directors shall be held on 
dhe 3rd of January of each year, at the company’s office in Salt Lake City.
